No peuple, it appears, are so com- 
pletely without amusement as the Ciciuna- 
tians. Billiards aid cards ave forbiddea by 
law—they have no public balls, excepting a 
few at Chrismas—they have no concerts and 
no dinner parties—‘“‘in short,” Mrs. Tyol- 
lope says, ‘*the theatre forms the only public 
amusement of this triste little town;”— 
(“Triste little town!” What will the good 
folks of the Western woods say, when they 
hear their wonderful city called by such a 
title?)—and the theatre, although in some 
respects very well got up, is but poorly at

“The influence which the mimsters of all 
the irnumerable religious sects througiout 
America have on the females oi their res- 
pective congregations, approaches very 
nearly to what we read of in Spain, or in 
other siricily Roman Catholic countries 
There are many causes for this peculiar in- 
fluence. Where equality of raak is affect- 
edly acknowledged by the rich, and clamo- 
rously claimed by the poor, distinction and 
pre-eminence are a!lowed to the clergy only. 
This gives them high importance in the eyes 
of the ladies.—! think, also, that it is from 
the clergy only, that the women of America 
receive that sort of attention which is so 
dearly valued by every female heart through- 
out the world. With the priests of Ameri- 
ca the women hold that degree of influen- 
tial importance which, in the countries of 
Europe, is allowed them throughout all or- 
ders aud ranks of society, except, peThaps, 
the very lowest; and in return for this they 
seem to give their hearts and souls into 
heir keeping.

,our author ata Presbyterian church in Cin- 
ciunati. Well may she say it made her 
shudder: — 

| ‘It was inthe middle of summer, but the 
service we were recommended to attend did 
not begin till it wasdark. The church was 
well lighted, and c1owded almost to suffoca 
tion. On entering we found three priests 
standing -ide by side, in a sort of tribune, 
placed where the altar usually is, handsome- 
ly fitted up with crimson curtains, and ele 
vated about as high as our pulpits. We took 
vur piaces in a pew Close to the rail which 
surrounded it. 

“The priest who stood ia the middle was 
praying; the prayer was extravagantly ve- 
hemeut, and offensively familiar in expres- 
sion; when this ended a hymn was sung, and 
then another priest took the centre place and 
preached. The sermon had considerable 
eloquence, but of a frightful kind. The 
preacher described, with ghastly minute- 
ness, the last feeble fainting moments of hu- 
man life, and then the gradual progress of 
decay after death, which he followed through 
every process up to the loathsome stage of 
decomposition. Suddenly changing his tone, 
which had been that of sober accurate des- 
cription, into the shrill voice of horror, he 
bent forward his head, as if to gaze on some 
object beneath the pulpit, and made known 
to us what he saw in the pit that seemed to 
open before him. ‘The device was certain- 
ly a happy one for giving etlect to his des- 
criptidtt of hell. No image that fire, flame, 
brimstone, molten lead, or red hot pincers 
could supply, with flesh. nerves, and sinews, 


ceased, and again the people were invited 


io put themselves upon “ihe anxious bench- 
es,” and lay their Leads upon his bosom. 
*Ouce more we will sing,” he concluded, 
“that we may give you time.” And again 
hey sung a byte 

“And now in every part of the church a 
movement was perceptible, slight at first, 
‘but by degrees becoming more decided. 
Young girls arose, and sat down, and rose 
again; and then the pews opened, and sev- 
eral came tottering out, their hands clasped, 
their heags hanging on their bosoms, and ey- 
ery limb trembling, and still the hymn went 
on; but as the poor creatures approached 
the rail, their sobs and groans became audi- 
ble. They seated themselves on the ‘‘anx- 
ious benches,” the hymn ceased, and two 
of the three priests walked down from the 
tribune, and going, one to the right and the 
other to the left, began whispering to the 
poor tremblers seated there. These whis- 


| pers Were inaudible to us, but the sobs and 


groans increased to a frightful excess. Young 
creatufes, with features pale and distorted, 
fl on their knees on the pavement, and soon 
;sunk forward on their faces; the most vio 
‘lent cries and shrieks followed, while from 
|time totime a voice was heard in convulsive 
accents, exclaming, “Oh! Lord Jesus!” 
“Help me, Jesus!” and the like. Mean- 
while the two priests continued to walk 
among them; they repeatedly mounted on 
the benches, and trumpet-mouthed proclaim- 
ed to the whole congregation, ‘‘the tidings 
of salvation;” and then from every corner of 
the buildigg arose in reply, short sharp cries 
of *‘Amen!” “Glory!” “Amen!” while 
the prostrate penitents continued to receive 
Whispered comfortings, and from time to 
time a mystic caress More than once I 
saw a young neck encircled by a reverend 
arm. Violent hysterics and convulsions 
seized many of them, and when the tumult 
was at the highest, the priest who remained 
above again gave out a liymn as if to drown 
it It was a frightiul sight to behold inno- 
cent young cieatures, in the gay morning of 
existence, thus seized upon, horror-struck, 





and rendered feeble and enervated forever. 


One young girl, apparently not move than 
fourteen, Was supported in the arms of ano- 
ther, some years older; her face was pale 
as death; her eyes wide open, and pertect- 
ly devoid of meaning; her chin and bosom 
wet with slaver; she had every appcarance 
of idiotism. I sawa priest approach her, 
he took her delicate hand, “Jesus is with 
her! Bless the Lord!” he said, and passed 
on.

‘As it was impossible to remain man 
| weeks in the country without being 
‘with the strange anomalies produced by itz 
preiigious system, my early notes contain 
‘many observations on the subject; but as 
nearly the same scenes recurred in every 
‘part of the country, I state them here, not 
‘as belonging to the west alone, but to the 
whole Union, the same cause producing the 
same effect every where.” 

“The whole. people appear to be divided 
into an almost endless variety of religious 
factions, and I was told, that, to be well re- 
ceived in society, it was necessary to de- 
clare yourself as belonging to some one of 
these. Let your acknowledged belief be 
what it may, youare said to be not a Chris- 
tian, unless you attach yourself to a particu- 
lar congregation. Besides the broad and 
well-known distinctions of Episcopalian, 
Catholic, Presbyterian, Calvinist, Baptist, 
Quakers, Swedenborgain, Universalist, 
Dunker, &c. &c. there are inumerable others 
springing out of these, each of which as- 
sumes a church, government of its own.— 
Of this, the most intriguing and factious in- 
dividual is invariably the head; and in order, 
as it should seem, to shew a reason for this 
Separation, each congregation invests itselt 
with some queer variety of external obser- 
vance that has the melancholy effect of ex 
posing all religious ceremonies to contempt. 
It is impossible, in witnessing all these un- 
seemly vagaries, not to recognize the advan- 
tages of an established church as a sort of 
head-quarters for quiet unpresuming Chris- 
tians, who are contented to serve faithfully, 
without insisting upon having each a little 
separate banner, embroidered witb a device 
of their own imagining. The Catholics 
alone appear exempt from the fury of divi- 
sion and subdivision that has seized every 
other persuasion. Having the Pope for 
their common head. regulates, 1 presume, 
their movements, and prevents the outrage- 
ous display of individual whim which every 
other sect is permitted.” 

“I believe I am sufficiently’toleraat, bu: 
this does not prevent my seeing that the ob- 
ject of all religious observances is better, 
obtained, when the government of the 
church is confided to the wisdom and ex- 
perience of the most venerated among the 
people, than when it is placed in the hands 
of every tinker and tailor who chooses to 
‘claim a share in it. Nor is this the only 
evil attending the wart of a national religion 
| supported by the State. As there is no le- 
gal and fixed provision, for the clergy, itis 
hardly suprising that thtir services are con-
